Parks grow in Rancho Cucamonga 


Once-scarce commodity now becoming plentiful around town

Parkland — what was once 
one of the scarcest of Rancho 
Cucamonga commodities — is 
growing plentiful. 

City officials have recently 
announced the July 4 grand 
opening of Red Hill and 
Heritage community parks as 
well as an ambitious plan for

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Wastewater may wind up Readers invited 
in your drinking glasses

West Valley residents could 
someday find themselves 
drinking treated wastewater — 
safely, according to findings in a 
report released last week. 

After three years of studying 
wastewater from the Chino 
Basin Municipal Water District 
as it percolates through soil at a 
site north of Riverside Drive in 
Ontario, engineers conciuded 
the water could possibly be used 
to safely replenish the West 
Valley’s water basins, CBMWD 
general manager Theo Nowak 
said. 

If the district is able to use the 
water it could save up to $3.8 
million a year by replacing about 
. half of the State Water Project 
flow it buys from Northern 
California. 

Although the report 
determined that synthetic 
chemicals are not a problem, it 
did not examine the levels of 
nitrates and salt in local 
wastewater which occur at high 
rates, Nowak said. 


Engineering consultants 
working with state, federal and 
Chino Basin Water Conservation 
District funds tested water 
district treated sewage water 
before releasing it in the soil and 
then at depths of three and 10 
feet. The chemicals which could 
cause cancer even at low levels, 
registered at levels considered 
safe by state and federal 
agencies, he said. 

Small amounts of metals were 
even reduced as the water 
percolated through the soil on 
its way to the groundwater 
basins. 

“When using reclaimed 
wastewater of the kind we have 
... it should not be a problem,” 
Nowak said, adding that it the 
levels were ‘‘well below safe 
drinking water standards.” 

Already the West Valley’s 
wastewater winds up in the 
groundwater basins of Orange 
County where it is used as tap 
water, he said. 

The tests were conducted at a 
sample site considered 
representative of the area near 
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people who went to Washington 
at taxpayer expense and didn’t 
attend a single substantive 
session. 

“To me, that’s not right,” he 
said. 

King is therefore asking the 
council to consider a resolution 
requiring all council members to 
participate in and report back on 
conferences they attend at 
taxpayer expense. 

Stout called the proposed 
resolution ‘completely 
childish.”’ 

Stout said King’s allegations 
and the resolution are a 
personally motivated attack 
against the mayor’s office. 

“Jeff King is extremely upset 
because he’s no longer mayor,”’ 
Stout said. “‘There’s no doubt 
this is a personal attack.” 

In November, Stout became 
Rancho Cucamonga’s first 
elected mayor and succeeded 
King. 
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King was appointed mayor 
when Jon Mikels resigned to run 
for San Bernardino County 
supervisor. 

When asked what he did at the 
conference, Stout said the 
“primary reason we went was to 
negotiate with Congressman 
Jerry Lewis for a federal loan.” 

He said the $13 million, low 
interest loan the city 
subsequently received to build 
the Day Creek Flood Control 
Channel will save Rancho 
Cucamongans millions of 
dollars. 

Stout said the loan might not 
have been possible without a trip 
to Washington. 

. “You can (negotiate) by 
letter,’ Stout said. “But | tell 
you, talking face to face is much 
more effective.” 

Brown said, “I’m not going to 
deny we went up to see the 
Lincoln Monument, but | didn’t 


_ go up there for a joy ride.” 
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Ely Basin, a stormwater basin 
fed by the West Cucamonga 
Channel, Nowak said. 

The report came after the 
water district expressed interest 
five years ago in using the 
wastewater to replenish its water 
supply to replace the costly 
State Water Project flow from 
Northern California as a source, 
water district assistant manager 
Tom Homan said. 

The district had wanted to use 
between 10,000 and 15,000 acre- 
feet of the wastewater a year, 
Homan said. An acre-foot is 
326,000 gallons, or the amount 
used to take care of a family of 
four for a year. 

A much smaller project has 
been operated by the Chino 
Basin Water Conservation 
District since 1977 with the 
blessing of the Santa Ana 
Regional Water Quality Control 
Board, he said. The conservation 
district spreads out about 500 
acre-feet a year in a county flood 

control basin off Philadelphia 
Avenue, east of Vineyard 
Avenue, he said.

Supervisor Larry Walker,

“This item has proved to be 
neither routine nor non- 
controversial,” said Walker, 
adding that each time he finds it 
in the consent calendar he’I| 
have it pulled out for discussion. 

Although board approval was 
unanimous, Walker was quick to 
clarify he’s not yet decided to 
back the site, saying, “This is 
purely a procedural item so we 
can go ahead with a purchase a 
few weeks down the road.” 


as showcase for city heritage

Ever mindful of their city’s 
image, Rancho Cucamonga 
planners agreed last week that 
Foothill Boulevard is a perfect 
showcase for the city’s heritage. 

During public hearings ona 
proposed specific plan for the 
future development of Foothill 
Boulevard, the Planning 
Commission approved an 
architectural scheme for the 
roadway. 

The scheme borrows certain 
elements of several historic 
buildings on the boulevard — 
the Sycamore Inn, the Thomas 
Brothers Winery and the Virginia 
Dare Winery — to make the 
boulevard a unique statement of 
Rancho Cucamonga’s identity, 
according to a consultant hired 
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by the city. 

Mark Brodeur, an urban 
designer for the Forma Planning 
and Design Co. in Newport 
Beach, said the proposed plan 
will convert today’s crowded and 
jumbled roadway into a “rustic” 
boulevard. 

According to the proposed 
plan, future developments on the 
boulevard must incorporate 
certain details — which could 
include steep roofs, river rock 
walls, multi-paned windows, 
towers and grape arbors — into 
their design. 

Most of the above details can 
be found on any of the 
boulevard’s historic buildings. 

Although limiting, Brodeur 
said the design constraints 
won't stifle an architect’s 
imagination. 









“| liken (the constraints) to 
giving different artists 24 colors 
with which to paint a picture,” 
he said. “Each painting will be 
similar, yet distinct.” 

Planning Commissioner Larry 
McNeil said he favored a rustic 
design for the boulevard, but 
said the historic wineries and 
the inn might get lost ina 
boulevard of neo-rustic 
buildings. 

Commissioners Suzanne 
Chitiea and Peter Tolstoy said 
new buildings that merely 
borrow certain of the historic 
buildings’ elements won't 
detract from them, but 
compliment them. 

“They'll still be something of 
value,” Chitiea said. ‘‘They’ll 
always be looked on as 
something historic.” 
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at the Fontana and Ontario 
borders — the site immediately 
drew barbs from Snider, who 
said he’d been promised by 
supervisors it would be well 
within Rancho Cucamonga and 
away from Ontario.

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Carden Arbor gets 
go-ahead from 
judge to operate

Carden Arbor View School 
officials breathed a sigh of relief 
last week when a Superior Court 
judge restored the school’s 
much-debated operating permit. 

In making his decision, Judge 
Kenneth Ziebarth said that all 
conditions had been met and 
there was no reason why the 
permit shouldn’t be reinstated. 

The private school passed a 
city inspection last Friday. 

Carden Arbor’s attorney Bert 
Humphries had also asked the 
court to drop earlier decisions 
made by the Upland City Council 
in August, but Ziebarth refused. 

“Without passing judgment on 
the action of the City Council, 
the conditional use permit 
should be reinstated,” Zierbarth 
said. ‘‘That will be the limit of 
the court’s order.” 

The permit gives the school 
the ability to operate at the site 
only if a series of conditions are 
met. 

Earlier in the hearing, City 
Attorney Donald Maroney said 
the school ‘“‘had been a real 
headache to the city.” 

He said, ‘‘The revocation just 
had to be done. The council was 
complaining. The neighbors 
were complaining. The 
performance (to meet city 
requirements) was no less than 
quite miserable.” 

Maroney agreed the required 
work had been completed but 
that the council, based on the 
school’s prior track record, 
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would prefer the permit to 
remain revoked. 

The council pulled Carden 
Arbor’s permit in a 3-2 vote last 
November, after the school 
failed to meet city-imposed 
deadlines for required ground 
and building improvements. 

Outside the courtroom, the 
school’s founder and 
headmistress Claudia 
Humphries said, “I’m just happy.

Chuck Sihler, president of 
Carden Arbor’s board of 
directors, said, ‘“‘There is no 
animosity between the school 
and the council.

But last year city leaders 
changed their minds, balking at 
the prospect of a jail in what was 
fast becoming their new 
downtown. 

The alternate site now being 
investigated surfaced during a 
search spearheaded by 2nd 
District Supervisor Jon Mikels, a 
former Rancho Cucamonga 
mayor. 

In an April report, County

Upland rejects 


store’s big sign 


idea near freeway 


By Diana E. Lundin 


Owners of an appliance store 
are thinking big in hopes of 
attracting customers to their 
proposed store in Upland. 

But the city doesn’t think 
much of the idea. 

A Howards Appliances 
representative said the small 
company doesn’t have the 
dollars to commit to advertising 
as do larger appliance stores. 

Instead, they want to attract 
customers by erecting a 40-foot 
tall electronic sign near their 
freeway location — a sign that is 
more than seven times the size 
allowed by the city. 

But the City Council last week 
just said no to the appeal of an 
earlier denial by the Planning 
Commission. 

The council allowed the 
company to go back to the 
drawing board with a different — 
and smaller — version of the 
sign. 

Bob Buchi, a representative 
for Howard’s Appliances, 
pleaded with the City Council 
last week to allow the company 
to have the oversized electronic 
sign near the Mountain Avenue 
exit on the San Bernardino (10) 
Freeway. 

“In order for small businesses 
to compete, we have to have 
something going for us,” Buchi 
told the council. 

The planned Howard’s sign is 
303 square feet in size and 
would be 40-feet tall. Upland’s 
codes allow signs to be slightly 
over 43 square feet in size and 25 
feet in height. 

Rod Wilson, an agent for 
Howard’s, said, “‘We feel this 
sign is a definite must.” 

But the council felt otherwise,

with Mayor Richard Anderson 
saying, “I think we essentially 
have prejudices against that kind 
of signage. The community as a 
whole has resisted those signs.” 

Although the appliance store 
would be located near the 
freeway, Anderson said, “‘it is 
still part of our community. It 
would be unfair if we should 
treat one business different than 
another.” 

Planning Director Jeff Bloom 
said there were four sections of 
the city’s code that were in 
conflict with the Howard’s sign 
proposal, including height and 
size restrictions. The code also 
prohibits signs that would 
distract motorists. 

The Planning Commission, 
which originally had denied 
Howard’s request, said the sign 
was “excessive for 
identification,” Bloom told the 
council. 

The Planning Commission 
recommended granting a 
variance to allow the sign to be 
80 square feet and 25-feet tall. 

However, the owner of 
Bullwinkle’s Restaurant and 
Family Fun Centers, John Huish, 
objected to the height limit 
saying the Howard’s sign would 
block the Bullwinkle’s sign.

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Second school district 
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seeks builder-tax OK 


By Marianne Aiken 





When the Cucamonga School 
District holds a special election 
next month asking voters to 
approve a special tax on builders 
to help construct new schools, it 
will be the second West Valley 
district to do so. 

Superintendent John Costello 
said he hopes the June 2 
election will be as successful as 
a similar election held in the 
Etiwanda School District March 
3 which passed by a landslide of 
91 percent. 

Both districts found they 


came up short on money to build 
much-needed schools after a 
new law went into effect Jan. 1 
limiting the amount schools can 
charge in builders fees. 

The new fee of $1.50 per squre 
foot on residential housing and 
25 cents per square foot of 
commercial and industrial 
construction nets both school 
districts less than half of what 
they used to collect under the 
old law. 

Local elementary schooi 
districts have to split the 
builders fees they collect with 
the Chaffey Joint Union High 


School District. 

If voters do not approve the 
$2,000-per-house tax on builders 
of new residential construction, 
schools will be stretched to the 
breaking point, Costello said. 

“Los Amigos and Cucamonga 
(schools) are as large as they can 
get,” Costello said. “Close to 
half the kids in Los Amigos are 
being housed in temporary 
classrooms. One of the things 
we want to guard against is we 
want to keep our elementary 


- schools at a size where we can 


have a comprehensive program.”

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Building’s owner 
tires of fighting 
R.C. City Hall

Rancho Cucamonga City Hall 
is atough opponent to outlast. 

Ruben Ward has tried it, and 
gave up trying. 

Since February, Ward, a 
Norwalk insurance salesman, 
has been fighting an order to 
demolish an abandoned building 
he owns in Rancho 
Cucamonga’s North Town. 

The building, the old 
Dependency Prevention Center 
on North Town’s 24th Street, 
now stands boarded, barred and 
covered with graffiti. 

inside, only a beer bottle that 
apparently survived a flight 
through a broken window seems 
out of place. 

Ward said he had hoped to 
clean up the building — inside 
and out — and open it to 
“minority kids of North Town 
who seem to be always 
neglected.” 

He said he thought the 
building would make a great 
youth boxing center or gym — 
until the city ordered him to tear 
it down. 

Jerry Grant, a Rancho 
Cucamonga building official, 
told Ward the building must be 
destroyed because most of its 
roof is gone, because it’s a fire 
hazard and because it’s been 
abandoned more than six 
months. 

Ward subsequently appealed 
the decision and was to appear 


before the City Council last 
week to plead his case. 

Ward, however, says he has 
had enough of fighting City Hall. 
“| started to fight,” he said. 
“But they’ve got all the answers. 

What’s the use?” 

He said he had hoped to hold 
the city to an agreement he 
made with a building inspector 
in 1984. 

At that time, Ward said the 
city agreed to let the building 
stand if Ward sealed it. 

Ward sealed it, but city 
officials say the agreement was 
no indication on their part the 
building could stand forever. 

Dan Coleman, the city’s senior 
planner, wrote in amemo, “‘It 
would appear Mr. Ward 
erroneously interpreted that the 
City had granted approval for a 
Conditional Use Permit” that 
would have allowed the building 
to stand. 

Coleman also wrote that Ward 
would have to go before the 
Planning Commission to win 
approval of his proposed youth 
club because the land the 
building now stands on is zoned 
for houses. 

“So, I’m just going to 
demolish the building,’’ Ward 
said. 

“But I’m pretty perturbed 
about the whole thing,” he said. 

“! had told (city officials) | was 
ready to go to court, but then it 
started dragging on so | just said 
‘forget it.” 
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Capacity of six hundred 
students is the ideal size for an 
elementary school, Costello 
said. 

“Above that, you start having 
all kinds of things in shortage. 
You start scheduling kids to use 
programs not when they need it, 
but when it’s convenient.” 

Rancho Cucamonga Middle 
School is at its capacity of 300 
students, Costello said. It needs 
to expand to house 1,000 
students by the year 2000, the 
year the district will be “‘built- 
out,” with all land suitable for 
housing eaten up. 

Almost one-third of the middle 
school’s students are housed in 
relocatable classrooms, Costello 
said. 

The school was designed with 
the cafeteria, restroom and 
administrative office space to 
serve 300 students. 

“It’s real easy to adda 
classroom,” Costello said. ‘You 
can’t as easily add more library, 
cafeteria and restroom space.”’ 

No current residents will pay 
the special tax. The tax will be 


charged to developers and most 
likely passed on to new home 
buyers in the form of higher 
housing prices. 

A Legislative Counsel’s 
opinion, requested by 
Assemblyman Chuck Bader, R- 
Pomona, recently stated school 
districts cannot adopt such 
special taxes, even with a two- 
thirds vote, without legislative 
authorization to do so. 

Costello said the opinion will 
not affect the election. 


“Proposition 13 amended the 
(state) Constitution,” he said. “It 
provides amechanism fora 
public entity to gain voter 
approval on additional taxes. 
That should supersede any 
specific state law.” 


The district eventually wi!! 
have 6,000 students, enough to 
fill five new elementary schools, 
Costello said. 

It costs $6 million to build an 
elementary school, including the 
land it stands on. 

“The longer you wait, the more 
costly land becomes,” he said.
